Washington, 
Aug. 22.—Admiral 


Sampson will retain command of the 
North Atlantic fleet, notwithstanding 
his service on the Cuban military 
commission, and Admiral Schley will 
continue his present naval command 
although serving temporarily on tha 
Porto Rican commission. This state- 
ment was mad a authoritative at the 
navy depaitmeiit today. 
The list of 


naval assignments posted today con- 
tains those of Admirals Sampson and 
Schley to the Cuban and Porto Rican 
commissions 
respectively, 
but 
no 


reference is made to any change of 
fleet commanders. 


IMuch interest was manifested about 


the navy department today in connec- 
tion 'VMth the exi>acted official visit 
from the rear admirals who have been 
ordered to report here. They had not 
reported at mid-day and officials were 
not sure that they woul arrive, "While 
here they will receive from the Presi- 
dent their commissions as rear ad- 
mirals. 


The war department has not yet 


given out its list of regiments to be 
mustered out of service, but it has been 
in constant correspondence with va- 
rious sections of~.the country upon the 
subject At first-it -was thought that 
the demand to remain in service would 
prove embarrassing to the department 
but it is now believed that there has 
been a change of sentiment and that 
the officers and men in those regiments 
that see no possible further fighting 
are willing to go back to their regular 
vocations.

Washington, Aug. 22.—Under cover of 


a letter to C M Depew, ostensibly in 
answ&r to a rsciuest for information as 
to the responsibility for the conditions 
that hindered the work of the invaders 
of g^nitiasfe. Secretary Alger answers 
tho chat's? of ihcompetehey preferred 
as^Jnat himself and others in connection 
with the prosecution of the war. 
The 


aefonsa reads as fellows: 


My dt*ar M*. Depew—Tho great pres- 


sure of Business has up to now prevented 
ma from seeding to you the statement 
you wore find enough to ask for, as to 
what had heon accomplished m the way 
of outfitling th£ army for the field, the 
conduct of campaign, etc. Also the i 
chiefs ol <Siv8sl6ns have been too much 
driven with work to compile the data 
required. 
One not In the miflst of the 


work can Ivu dly realize what an under- 
taking it is to call 125,000 men into tha 
field at one time, coming from all the i 
states, Und to have them mustered and 
gathered In camps on so short notice; 
and this too when we had scarce any 
camp outfit for their accommodation, 
all feaving to be provided for by the war 
depaitmcnt. 


Aa you know, when war was declared, 


thcrs was no equipment wtiataver for 
the vrviQntefirs in store 
That this was 


successfully accomplished with very few 
acctflpnts Is a matter of record. Sub- 
Sequent calls, Infcliifline 
the regular r 
army (whdch numbered ftbstit 27,000 
men w-hea war -wan declared) made a 
total of 268,500 meiu 
To accomplish all 


in so short ti time has been 9, great worts. 
Of course grath^ring this vast number of 
men together. In a larpe measure under 
unfraineO regimental and company com- 
manders—I mean In actual field duty-*— 
the lack of knowledge as to sanitary 
conditions to bs observed, tfoe careless- 
ness in not observing Instructions whlcH 
were furnished as to projor care of the 
men, 
has added greatly to the work ot 


the medical department. 
T"hus in the 


homes of 216,000 volujiteers has been 
constant and great anxiety as to what 
mlgtit happen to their soidJsrs, *nfthun- 
dreds of inquiries ftiade by tetters and 
telegrams hatfe been received every d»y 
noncernlng Indlviflual soldiers Ttoofeel- 
fflSt on the part of *hess individuals that 
the war departSfient is responsible for 
Ihb <iar& 6f their men ihdividually has 
naturally aroused sympathy in case of 
sickfcses and death, aad has crnifed 
much sorrow. 


Orders on Sanitation. 


There Is nothing young1 men In ro- 


bust health ajp& as prodigal of aa their 
health. Uljtil it ts gbno. 
Men go into 


camp, feeling tlmt fihey can stand aty- 
thtng and everything, and cannot be 
made to believe to the contrary until 
stricken with disease. 
Every eftort 


has been made from the beginning to 
furnish every camp with ail appliances 
asked for, but of course the command- 
ing officers in the field are the ones who 
have tho direct charge of these men. 
For instance, one army corps com- 
mander haa giveft orders and enforces 
them respecting sanitary affairs, and 
h& haa t«3ay but a fraction over 2 per- 
cent on the alck list. 
Others have been 


less successful, and tho consequence is 
typhoid and other fevers have been 
spread, and spread to a considerable 
extent. 
One regiment in the Chick- 


umauga. camp has a colonel who en- 
forces sanitary rules in his reglmenl, 
obliging the men to boil all the water 
fhey drink, Keeping the camp cleanly, 
and the result—less tih&n 2B sick, and his 
camp, too, In aa unfavorable a plao« 
e« any In tho command. 
Others mora 


favorably situated have 10 times that 
number on the elclt Hats. 
6ne of tha 


regiments ot the last call not yet re- 
moved from Its etato sends bitter com- 
plaints of typhoid fever.

the hospitals this morning, 300 in the 
annex. The Second Massachusetts are 
still in the detention camp. The men 
are in a sad plight, having improved 
but little. It will be weeks before some 
of them will be able to get around.

tively were yellow fevc», when it was at 
ones decided to briag th« army home at 
speedily as possible. 
Everything that 


human Ingenuity could devtee bus b»«n 
done to succor that army-^-not the in- 
genuity of the secretary of war, but the 
result of t"he combined counsel of thoss 
who have Had a lifelong experience In 
the field. • That some men have bean 
neglected on transports coming- home 
!s no doubt—all against positive orflens 
—due perhaps to carelessness. and 
negligence, but largely on account Of 
not having the medical force to spare 
(many of whom were sick) from the 
camp at Santiago. 
Many medical offi- 


cers sent with tfte transports were taken 
111 on the way home. 


Work That Wap Pono, 


To give you a little Idea of the work 


that has been done, I append tfte follow- 
ing: 
Th« work of the adjutant gen- 


eral's department has been to muster 
a-nd order to their station, to b<? precise, 
216.400 volunteers and 24,900 tot 
the 


regular army—this with a reduced fore*, 
as many staJJ officers from all of th« de- 
partments had been promoted and or- 
dered to tha field. 


The chlet of engineers reports an ex- 


penditure of $8,030,000 for harbor de- 
fenses, building emplacements of heavy 
guns, mortar batteries a.nd mines. 


The surgeon general has had the en- 


ormous work ot lining up hospitals, or- 
ganizing the medical corps, employing 
male and female nurses, contract sur- 
geons, being surgeons who are employed 
from ctvfl life, besides those commis- 
sioned as corps, division and brigade 
Burgeons, furnishing medical supplies 
and answering the demands from all 
over the country and from camps at 
Banttaso, Porto Rico and Marlla. 
The 


work done in this line Is almost beyond 
comprehension. 


The commissary general had pur- 


chased ana distributed up to Aug. 1 110,- 
flOT,<!35 pounds of rations, which have 
been trtinsportad and distributed to all 
armies in the field here and at Sslnfttfco, 
Porto Rico and Manila, besides thtlargre 
Quantity distributed among the desti- 
tute Cubans. 


The quartermaster general's report is 


too long to even give an approximate 
idea of his work. 
In the way of trans- 


portation tb Honolulu', Manila, Santiago 
and J>6rto Hlco, and return home, there 
have been sent 82,638 men, with artillery 
equipment and supplies. 
6y rail In 


this country th*re have been trans- 
ported D700 officers, 233,982 enlisted men, 
also 40,682 anIHals, besides thousands 
of wagons, artillery and other quarter- 
master, comm-lssary, oTdnanc&, medical 
and signal sarvlce stores. 
The total 


number of articles of clothing and camp 
equipment d'strlbuted to the army by 
the quartermaster's department has 
been 6,274,483, of which T can only men- 
tion a few articles as followa: Blankets, 
S88.TS9; blouses, B88.T62; trousers, 406,- 
423; hats, 834,108; canvas field uniforms, 
88,200; shoes (pairs). 611,378; undershirts, 
738,888; ton to, 1TM42, 
Th* total weight 


of food and foraye distributed Caily to 
the army is approximately 900 tons. 


Added* fc> this !s th« large fleet of trans- 


ports chartered and purchased, the man- 
agement of the Bftine In conveying troops, 
supplies and ammunition. 
The pay- 


master has promptly paid the army and 
is deserving of vefy great credit for his 
work. 
The signal corps has provided 


most efflcent eervlco, furnlthlng cable, 
tele-graph, telephone and signal ser- 
vices to the different commands In tic 
fields.

JTHEV DO WONDERFUL THINGS DOWN 


DEEP IN THE SEA. 


ome In Hunting For the l*re- 


eloa* Ftturl, Spearing- Fish Under the 
Coral Kocf» and telajlOB Uwu Eatlne 
Shark* Under Water. 


Nowhoro in the world ifl fishing carried 


on in BO remarkable a wanner as tit the 
Jlffwuiiiin Inlands, where tho art not only 
illustrates peculiar ami what would bo 
deemed lin possible methods, but tho fact 
that without armor and tho appliances of 
tho modern diver certain natives ply their 
vocaUon under water. 


"When at the Island," said a natural- 


ist, "I wished to Investigate tho ipothoda 
of Ashing and was referred to a native 
rwho was said to bo very eki til in tha 
methods still in vogue. I was foWunato 
in Uncling tho jnan oil tho beach, ami he 
Tery readily Invited me to accompany him 
and his son, a boy of 18, Who was also a 
clever llsheria&n. 


'"As we rowed ont ho told mo that they 


.took Ilsh by gpparlng in two ways, ono by 
striking from tho boat, tho utliui- by going 
uiiiliir watux> and taking tho flsh in their 
native elenn.-:it. Tho latter method ho pur- 
posed following on tho present occasion. 
The spear was perhaps eight feet long, of 
very Lard polished wood and very slender, 
and bore at Its tip a polished steul «r iron 
spear point without barb of any kind. 
,1'his waa essentially an underwater spoar, 
tho man explained, yot without ocular 
demonstration it would havo been difficult 
'to make any ono beliuvo that a man could 
descend beneath tho surface and spear 
fish. 


"On reaching a certain portion of tho 


reef she liaulv* ceased rowing and began 
to look down intp tho water. Finding the 
head of coral which he was in search of, 
he look the slender polo in hand, stopped 
over and disappeared. It was necessary 
to movo tho boat away a f ow paces, so that 
the flsh would not be» alarmed, which pre- 
vented me from observing the whole oper- 
ation. 
4 


"The native remained tinder water at 


least three minutes, then buddciily came 
up with a largo rockfish impaled on tho 
spear. He lifted himself into the boat and 
did not appear to bo inconvenienced by tho 
extraordinary dive, soon slipping over 
again. Hanging to tho side of the boat, he 
inhaled several times rapidly. 
Then just 


before ho disappeared he filled his lungs to 
tho utmost estent. I found that when he 
reached tho bottom he took a crouching 
position by a coral head or rock, resting on 
his left leg, with the right extending be- 
hind. 
'' Tho flsh seemed very tamo, and when 


they passed within reach tho diver thrust 
his spear quickly into one, often sending 
it entirely through tho fish and impaling 
another, BO that several of them were often 
taken before the dire ended. This diver 
thought nothing of remaining beneath 
the water two minutes and told soino rc- 
markablo stories of tho powers of his an- 
cestors in defying the elements. 
His 


grandfather, he claimed, was famous all 
over the island as p, great shark hunter, 
and whenever a native was killed by a 
shark he was called to revenge tho deed, 
and whilo he had killed a number of these 
animals ho was never injured by one. 
" In shark hunting ho was armed with 


a sharp stick of hard wood about four feet 
long and a long slender knifo as sharp as 
it could bo made, and when thu shark 
was seen ho boldly entered the water and 
waited. \Vhen the shark approached, he 
would lie perfectly quiet, but if it turned 
to seize him quick as a flash he dived 
and thrust tho stick into the mouth or 
gills of tho uuimal tnd with tho other 
hand ripped up tho lower surface of tho 
shark by nlnnging tho sharp knifo into 
it and h:r — 3 it up, of,ten literally.Jaying 
it ojion wir'n-one stroke. Even this would 
not demorali/o somo sharks, and they 
would still attempt to seize the active ene- 
my, who would grasp it by a flh and lay- 
ing alongside repeatedly stab it.'.' 


Such an attack mado against a shark 


In its native element requires the greatest 
coiu-ege and must bo the result of a pecul- 
iarly savage nature on. Uw.-part of tho 
diver. The man enter shark is a cumber- 
some, clumsy brute, turning slowly, ex- 
cept when excited, and it is an easy mat- 
ter for a lithe, quick actioned man to slip 
beneath one. Sometimes tho tables nro 
turnud and the shark becomes tho aggres- 
sor, but instances of this kind in northern 
waters arc rare. The moat extraordinary 
instance occurred in Massachusetts bay, 
where a large shark roao out of the water 
and after several attempts sank » boat by 
falling on it and carried off tho fisherman, 
tho act being seen from tho deck of a 
schooner lying not far away, whoi,o crow 
wcro powerless to interfere. 


The natives of Tahiti tind Tuambtu arc 


perfectly at homo In the water and ac- 
complish marvelous feats in diving, Tho 
pcttrl oyster diver hero is paid from $30 to 
$30 per month. His solo outfit is tho' 
cloth about his loins and a pair of spec- 
tacles, tho latter used at tho surface to en- 
jiblo him to distinguish tho shulls at tho 
bottom. The Hindoos are-popularly sup- 
posed to bo the finest divers, but they can- 
not comparu with tho divors of Tuamotu. 
Tho former go to tho bottom by means of 
weights held 1 hero by ballast which is con- 
tained in a bclr, but the Tuamotu divers 
merely phtigo into the wator and swim 
down v<ith rorcarkablu celerity to a dis- 
tance somntimua of 180 feet, almost tho 
greatest limit of divers in armor, who 
have, it is believed, remained for a short 
time at a depth of 200 feet. 
Tho Hindoo 


remains bi'lo',vthc surface SO or 90 seconds, 
while tho T,uamotu thinks nothing of two 
minutes and can remain at this depth for 
three minutes. Tho avcvago divo of tbeso 
HUM is l}4 minutes, two or threo minutes 
being exceptional, but not uncommon.— 
"Detroit Froo Press.

Our surprise to 
be told that fie is reafry a tende» heartod 
rmtn grows less whan wo know how ho 
Was led to contrive his murderous weapon. 


Seeing tho trainloads of wounded and 


wrecks of regiments return from the front 
during tho great War for the Union, he 
thought of the waste of industry and tima 
and life in Bonding so many men into a 
deadly service. If war must slay, what a 
caving would he a single firearm that 
would shorten the slaughter from months 
to minutes and finally appall contending 
armies BO that they would refuse to face it 1

TRAIN CARR1EB DEATH, 


Blander of Somebody the Cause of a 


Railroad Disaster. 


Express Crashed Against a 


Motionless Local. 


The Lives of Six Persons Were Crushed Out 


In a Twinkling. 


Boston, Aug. 22.—A terrible railroad 


accident occurred at Sharon on the 
Providence division of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railftoad at 
f :17 o'clock last night. Seven passengers 
were killed and over 40 injured, some of 
them fatally, and rhany of them seri- 
ously. The cause of the accident was the 
failure of a signal tp work properly. 


The train frtyn New Bedford, consist- 


Ing of engine 775 and five cars, ran into 
the rear of a train of five and engine 
from Providence. The New Bedford en- 
gine crashed completely through the 
last car of the Providence train, split- 
ting the car in two, pieces. It pene- 
trated about four feet into the next car. 
The shO£k of the collision was felt 
^throughout both trains. Passengers in 
the next to last car of the Providence 
train wera thrown into a pile at the front 
of the car. 


The collision occurred directly in front 


of the Sharon station. There was a ter- 
rific crash, followed by an awful rending 
and tearing sound and hiss of escaping 
steam, mingling with the heartrending 
shrieks of the dying passengers. Pushed 
onward by tha irresistible force of the 
oncoming train the second car of the 
.doomed train crunched into the end of 
the Car in front of it, reducing it for 
several feet into a.n unrecognizable mass.

Sharon is situated on a curve, and both 
the outward and inward tracks are pro- 
jected by electrical block signals. 


After the accident it wcs found thnt

.track was set at danger, showing, as it 
was intended, that there was a train in 
the station. There was no warning given 
by the conductor of the Mansfield local 
to show the engineer of the approaching 
train that the track was not clear at the 
elation, and it was not until he waa 
(within 400 feet of the station that he 
noticed anything wrong. He Immedi- 
ately set all brakes and whistled tho 
Warning, but it was too late to stop thp 
express. It crashed into the rear car, 
splitting it asunder and 
completely 


demolishing It with the exception of the 
roof. Its speed was not slackened until I 
the en»!r.e had penetrated fully flve fact 
into the rear of tho second car. The 
escaping steam entered the car and 
badly scalded a number of the occupants.

James Y. Simpson of Edinburgh, as emi- 
nent for ploty as for science, on weekdays 
in the university lecturing on profoundest 
sclcntiflb sublets and on a-ibbaths preach- 


tho gr*pel of Jesus Christ to the masses 


of Edinburgh. 
I saw tho universities of 


that olty draped in mourning for his death, 
and I heard his eulogy pronounced by the 
destitute populations of tho Cowgate.

Conies have learned nothing about 


climbing, fled the hounds nothing about 
hunting, ajid <J)e ostrich nothing nboufc 
hatching, aiifi Hie condor nothing about 
flying, and the owl nothing about musical 
cadences for fl.OOO years. Not a particle 
of progress. 


And as tb the human rftco, so far as 


more natural progress is c6ncerned, onco 
there were men 10 feet high ; now tho av- 
erage is about 6 feet 6 inches 
It started 


with men living 200, 400, 800, 900 years, 
and now 30 yoa*s is more than the aver- 
ago of human life. Mighty progress we 
have made, haven't WOP I went into tho 
cathedral at York, England, and tho best 
artists iu England had just been painting 
a vv Indow in that cathedral, and tflght b£- 
side it was a window painted 400 years 
ago, and thoro Is not a man cfn earth but 
would say that the modern painting of the 
window by tho best artists of England is 
not worthy of .being compared with tho 
painting of 400 years ago right besido it. 
Vast improvement, as I sholl show you 
in a minute or two, but no natural evolu- 
tion. 


Look at China, where evolution has had 


full swing for thousands of years uninter- 
rupted by anything cscopt here and thero 
a mission station with this defunct book, 
tho Bible, but through the most of the 
realm not interfered With. What has evo- 
lution done for China? Christifin civiliza- 
tion goes in and builds a railroad; they 
tear it up. For 1,000 years the Chinese 
nation, where it is not invaded by tho gos- 
pel, has not maao onesnvo-htlndrcd-niil- 
lionth part of an iMh of advnnocment. 
They worship tho same gods of red paint, 
Just as always they drown tho female 
Children as a nuisance.

York city are especially anxious to win 
as many as possible of the events this 
year and are practicing faithfully with 
that end in view, as they do not wish 
the Pennsylvanians to carry off BO many 
prizes again. The Harlem Rowing club 
has a strong senior eight. They have 
recently purchased a shell*from the Co- 
lumbia University Boat club which suits 
them to perfection, and rumor has It 
that it will take an exceptional crew to 
beat them. The Institute Boat club of 
Newark captured the senior eight race 
last year in 5:21. 


The well known Atalanta Boat club is 


likely to have a representative crew in 
the junior eight race. It will give every 
oarsman pleasure to see this old time 
organization again in the Middle States. 


The Nonpareil Boat club intends en- 


tering a junior single, a junior double 
and a junior four oared gig.

Thl" is said to be the oldest gov- 
ernmental custom extant. 


The ceremonies of Tynwald day con- 


sist of religious services in Ramsey 
chapel, the proclamation of the laws 
from the Tynwald and a general cele- 


j bration. Miss Allen attended the reli- 
! gious ceremonies, at which were present 
Lord Hcnniker. the English governor 
general; the first deemster, the lord 
bishop, the attorney general, the. coro- 
ners and all the official dignitaries, in- 
cluding the house of keys. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hall Caine were present 


with Miss Allen, and the newspaper 
clippings relating to this f.veiu, which 
she sent, say that there was more curi- 
osity on tho part of thn populace to see 
Hall Caine than the governor general, 
Lord Hennlker. The proclamation of tho 
laws from the Tynwald had to be post- 
poned till a future date because the in- 
disposition of the queen had prevented 
her from signing thorn. 


Miss Allen was presented io Sir Wil- 


liam Drinkwater, the oldest deemster in 
the history of the island. He had held 
the office for 50 years on July 7. Misa 
Allen -witnessed the ceremonies of "hik 
retirement and the presentation to him 
of a valuable silver c&sket containing 
an address commemorative of the event. 
Miss Allen was charmed with the quaint 
people of Maiu.land and their customs.

Another death was added Sunday to 


the list of those who have gone from 
Company M, George W. Alderman of 
Adams succumbed to the long strain of 
hardships, culminating in malarial fe- 
ver. He was among the most seriously 
ill on board the transport Mobile and 
had been unconscious much of the lime 
after being carried to land at Montauk 
Point. 


The news of'his death reached Ad- 


ams by telephone message abouf. 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. His father, 
Dallas Alderman, was at the station to 
meet C. F. Smith, who returned from 
Montauk Point, and ask after his son's 
condition. Just as the train came in 
the message was received, and the news 
was carried to Mr. Alderman as he was 
about to greet Mr. Smith. The father 
was almost heart broken at the death 
of his onlj^son, and carried the sad 
news back to his home in Maple Grove. 


This is the tenth death in Company 


M since i.t left for Cuba. The men left 
at Montauk are now all doing well, 
and no more deaths are expected. All 
the members of the company are there 
except those already accounted for as 
at home, or whose names are among 
the list of dead, with six exceptions. 
These are the men who were left in 
Santiago. They are Sergeants Camp- 
bell, O'Brien and Smith, and Privates 
Duprea and Mercier, as reported Sat- 
urday, 
and Private Kershaw, who 


stayed to care for the sick ones. It is 
thought probable that Sergeants Smith, 
O'Brien and Campbell are coming north 
on the next boat. None of the men 
•Were dangerously ill. 


From this time 
on, however, the 


news from the men in company M is 
expected to grow more 
encouraging 


every day. 
The suffering volunteers 


have at last begun to receive adequate 
care, and they are now in a position 
where 
every 
necessary 
attention 


can 
be 
provided 
for 
them. 


During 
the 
last 
two 
days 


many messages have been received 
by the parents in this city and Ad- 
ams,v»nd these, 
together 
with the 


press clispatches and the statements 
of those who have visited the camp, 
all indicate that little more is to be 
feared. The boys are cheered by the 
sight of faces from home, and are 
pluckily determined to gain strength 
as rapidly as possible. 


The best definite news since their 


arrival at Montauk was brought by 
Fred Smith of Adams, father of Cor- 
poral Jim Smith, who returned Sun- 
day afternoon from 
a visit to the 


camp. 
His reports were almost en- 


tirely encouraging, 
and 
aside from 


some brief 
telegrams, was the first 


word to come directly from the sol- 
diers. 
A dispatch . from Dr. O. J. 


Brown to I. S. Browne of this city 
Sunday said "North Adams boys are 
all O. K. Company M boys here are 
all 
right, 
but 
only 20 are strong 


enough for duty. 
James Smith son 


of Fred Smith, 
is 
coming on next 


boat." A dispatch and telephon- mes- 
sage were also received 
in Adams 


from Mr. Smith before his return. 


Mr. Smith left Springfield Saturday 


morning 
for 
Montauk 
Point, 
not 


knowing till after he started that his 
son was left at Santiago. 
This was a 


bitter disappointment to " -i, but he 
received 
encouraging 
as:, fiances in 


regard to his son's condition, and was 
able to see a number 
of the local 


boys. 
He was the first person from 


this city or Adams, except Dr. O. J. 
Brown, to see them. 


711 r. Smith's VlNit at Camp. 


Mr. Smith's 
return 
was 
not ex- 


pected so soon, but the fact of his ar- 
rival was quickly spread and almost 
before he could reach his home him- 
self, anxious friends 
of the soldiers 


began to gather. For the rest of the 
afternoon 
and 
evening he was be- 


sieged 
with 
questions, 
which 
he 


gladly answered to relieve the anx- 
iety which even the dispatches had 
failed to set entirely at rest. 


He spoke at length of the condition 


of the boys to a reporter who saw him 
soon after his arrival. 
Through W. 


B. Plunkett, he had raaeived a letter 
of introduction from Secretary Alger 
to General Wheeler, and the 
latter 


sent his own aid with Mr. Smith anrl 
Mr. Miller of Pittsiield, who was with 
him. to let them speak with the boys. 
The latter are all in the quarantine 
camp, of course, but Mr. Smith saw 
many of Company M, and talked with 
Major \Vhipple, Captain Hicks, Ser- 
geant 
Millerman, John 
Burt, and
